In 1908, HAM was the call of one of the first amateur wireless: stations,: which was oper, - 
ated by members of the Harvard Radio Club. They were Albert Hyman, Bob Almy and ° 
Peggie Murray. . At first they called their: station Hyman-Almy-Murray, : but this. was 
shortened by Hy~Al-Mu to facilitate sending. 
- Barly in 1909, some confusion resulted between signals from amateur wireless Hy- Al-Mu 
and a Mexican ship named HYALMO, so the amateur call was again shortened to HAM. 
In 1911, Albert Hyman chose the then controversial Wireless Regulation Bill as the sub- 
ject of his thesis and a, copy was forwarded to Senator David Walsh, a member of one of 
the committees holding hearings.on the bill. The Senator was so impressed he sent for 
Hyman to appear before the committee. Hyman was. put on the stand and testified how 
the little amateur station was built, and almost cried when he told the committee that if 
the bill was passed, the station would have to close, because they could not afford the 
license fees and all the other requirements set up by the bill. During the ensuing debate, 
little station HAM became the symbol of amateur stations all over the country, . crying 
out to be saved from the greed of the commercial stations who didn't want them around. 
The whole story can be found inthe Congressional Record. The nationwide publicity, 
associated. HAM with amateur radio and ever since and probably for evermore an ama- 
teur is a HAM.

NAVY MARS: 


Formation of a U.S. Navy MARS to supplement present Army and Air Force 
setups was announced on September 3, 1962. Target date for implementation of 
the program is January 1, 1963, at which time MARS headquarters station NAV/ 
K4NAA will begin operation from the old NAA Navy Radio site at Arlington, Va. 
Participants in this program will be amateurs first and may or may not choose 
to affiliate with one of the Naval Reserve Programs. Membership will be épen 
to any amateur operator, club station or military recreation station that holds a 
valid license issued by an instrument of the United States Government and can 
qualify under subsequent eligibility requirements established by the Director, 
Navy MARS. 

Call signs for this program will be assigned from special blocks of N® calls. 

Call signs available are NORAA through NOZZZ and will be assigned by the 
Director, Navy MARS. 

Details of manual writing, instructions preparation, frequency problems 
and coordination are being worked out at the present time and will be released 
as soon as possible. Comments and suggestions from licensed amateurs any- 
where in the United States are invited.

Recent experiements conducted at naval installations have produced some 
amazing results. A general purpose coffee pot put within the RF field of a BC- 
610 transmitter with a multi-wound balun coil inserted midway in the path of 
the low frequency side of the output coil on the xmtr introduced standing waves 
on the liquid in the pot. Impressive reactance created by the total mismatch in 
the antenna section caused the liquid to vaporize and was found to collect on the 
input terminals of a communications receiver. After several seconds the 
vapor returned to its original state, coffee. 

This will ultimately mean that coffee can be shipped throughout the world 
by wireless means. The possibilities of such a phenomenon are unlimited. 
Radiomen on watch will never have to leave their position to get their ''cup of 
Joe". Merely tuning a specified portion of the predetermined band, one can 
select a blend, dark roast, chickory or any combination thereof. The term 
"home brewed rig" will definately be used throughout the world by communica- 
tions personnel. 

Coffee QSO's will spring up and instead of swapping QSL cards, stations will 
exchange cups of coffee. No doubt new "'Q" signals will develop such as: 


2CL - your coffee is cloudy 

QCO - you.are splashing over 

QCN - one lump of sugar, please 

QCR - stir to the right 

QCC - add coffee 

QTC - stop sending, my cup is running over.
